I am not sure they had Los Angelos in 
mind. Today, I couldn’t see across the street. RTD is pro¬ 
viding bus service to the theater entrance from Melrose 
and Vermont. The return buses are available immediately 
after the performance. Unless you’ve tried to park up there, 
you can’t really appreciate the full extent of this feature. 
The last time I drove up there, I parkd so far from the 
theater, I left a trail of paper so I could find my way 
back to the car. The 95 line to the theater is accessible from 
many lines by transfer. Send for a timetable and enjoy 
outdoor theater this summer. 

Marineland is easier to reach than ever before, with 
the addition of the 125 line. Special service direct to the 
giant fish emporium is now operating seven days a week. 
Leaving from the R'TD/Greyhound Terminal at 6th and 
Los Angeles, the 125 will operate on Harbour Freeway to 
Pacific Coast Highway, then over the hills to Marineland.

Q. We have lived in this area some time, but failed to 
notice any bus stops on Rosemead. Does the bus piclc up 
locally going north and south?

Judge Bennett see m e d 
amazed that seven or eight 
persons supporting Mr. Mc- 
Gilllouddy, would appear in 
Court to listen to a purely 
technical discussion which 
could have no bearing on 
the outcome of the case. 
Judge Bennett commented 
on the frowns on the faces 
in the audience when he 
stated he would rule as he 
did in April and repeated 
his reasons for re-opening 
the cast jiust so everyone 
coul be heard Insofar as the 
finding were concerned. 

Judge Bennett adm o n - 
ished those in the Lvudience 
for speaking out and creat¬ 
ing a disturbance and re¬ 
peated his statements in 
April, "You are not in a 
Council meeting now, and If 
there is one more outburst, 
I will take this hearing 
into my chambers.” 

Mr. Dodds of the Attorney 
General’s office made a 
statement that his office 
had been accused of “med¬ 
dling in small town poli¬ 
tics” and he wished to re¬ 
fute this statement.” 

With respect to this re¬ 
mark, it is my opinion, as 
Mayor of Sierra Meidre, a 
city with no excess funds, 
that when the Attorney 
General’s office “insisted on 
findings” which will cost 
the citizens of Sierra Madre 
several thousands of dol¬ 
lars, with nothing to show 
for the money spent, then 
someone other than Sierra 
Madreans has become In¬ 
volved in a local situation. 

After Mr. Dodds had 
spoken, Mr. Eaton then took 
the floor to review the 
Judge's ruling in this case, 
and wanted to know by 
what process the Judge had 
arrived at such a decision. 

After considerable dis¬ 
cussion, Judge Bennett ad¬ 
vised Mr. Eaton that he 
(Mr. Eaton) was interpret¬ 
ing the Judge’s remarks to 
su.it himself and not las the 
Judge had intended. 

Mr. Kennedy then re¬ 
viewed his findings and 
Mr. Eaton his objections, 
with all of Mt. Eaton’s ob¬ 
jections being ruled evi¬ 
dentiary. 

Judge Bennett then gave 
this decision: 

“I find in favor of the de¬ 
fendant, Mr. Rule and the 
City as intervener. Mr. Ken¬ 
nedy, as counsel for the de¬ 
fendant and the City will 
prepare new findings by 
July 10. Mr. Eaton must file 
objections by July 17 and 
both parties are to appear 
In Court on July 24, at 9 
a.m. 

‘In summary, I would like 
to make this statement: 

“ ‘This has been a long, 
arduous and extremely ex¬ 
pensive lawsuit. The City 
has already paid out over 
$13,000 for attorney fees 
and costs. 

“ ‘The City .now raust pay 
for the first set of findings 
and there will be an addi¬ 
tional cost for the second 
set. With the necessary 
days in Court, the costs will 
run in the neighborhood of 
$3,000 to $4,000. All of this 
expense could have been 
avoided had Mr. Eaton 
waived findings immediate¬ 
ly following the trial. 

“ ‘If, as Mr. Eaton has 
stated, the Attorney Gen¬ 
eral’s office did, on their 
own, insist on findi n g s, 
then I can draw no other 
conclusion than tha!t which 
so perturbed Mr. Dodds’.” 

EDITOR’S NOTE: This is 
hut one of the reasoins that 
the City Attorney’s budget 
for the past year shows ex¬ 
penditures of $30,700. The 
$17,000 spent on the foolish 
Quo Warranto would have 
gone a long way in pur¬ 
chasing something tangible 
for the Taxpayers, in the 
way of teenage recreation, 
library, or would have saved 
the taxpayer almost 10 cents 
per $100 asessed valuation.
